Claims 25-32 and 34-36, renumbered 1-11 respectively, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
references made of record in the non-final action mailed June 1, 2010 are considered 
the closest prior art. In light of Applicant's amendment filed October 1, 2010 and upon 
reconsideration of the references of record, it is determined that the prior art fails to 
specifically disclose or suggest the claimed hyperbranched polymer having more than 
one glycidol building block and having at least three UV absorbing chromophores. 

The non-elected species of chromophores recited in instant claim 25, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, have been 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
